OF CZECH REVOLT 
AGAINST NAZIS 


London. Sept. 21 TAP/—Tile Brlt- 
i h hope of enlisting G erm any’s anti- 
nazis In the fight against Adolf H it­ 
ler. was quickened today by reports 
of a “serious’’ revolt in two Czecho­ 
slovak provinces which last March 
became a reich protectorate. 
A m inistry of inform ation com­ 
munique said B ritain had received 
authoritative 
inform ation 
th at a 
[evolutionary movement had .start­ 
ed last Sunday in Bohemia and Mo­ 
ravia and was continuing despite 
‘ ruthless’’ repressive measures. 
"That this is not Just a flash in 
the pan.’’ the m inistry said, “is 
shown by the unanim ity of purpose, 
the tenacity and the discipline of 
the participants.” 
It was recalled in London that 
Eduard Benes, form er president of 
the 
Czecho-Slovak 
republic, 
told 
Prime M inister Chamberlain only 
two days after B ritain’s declaration 
of war: 
We C zechoslovak citizens con­ 
sider ourselves as 
being also at 
war 
w'ith 
G erm any's

The inform ation miiiLstrv, describ­ 
ing tile uprising, saki th at “casual­ 
ties are said to have been consider­ 
able.” 
On September 19. the communique 
vent on, Slovak garrisons at several

Front Due to Risk of Attack 


Washington, Sept. 21 * AP)—Any­ 
body who has seen a working model 
of the fortifications on the western 
front in Europe can understand why 
the 
generals on 
both sides—and 
the soldiers in the line as well — 
aren't any too anxious to get down 
to blood and thunder. 
Any man worth his military salt 
tell® 
you 
that 
the 
attacker 
on 
either side is going to lose at least 
four men to the defender's one. 
More likely, if the attempt is ex­ 
tremely determined, the losses will 
be ten to one 
The (Germans are Supposed to 
have lost 600,000 men trying to take 
Verdun in the World war. Consider 
the shock of anguish at home when 
the dead and wounded started pour­ 
ing back. 
Some military phycholo- 
gists have even surmised that those 
losses primarily broke the back of 
German resistance. 
Now' 
come 
authitativc 
esti­ 
mates that an attacking force on 
the new western front might have 
to count on losing 500.000 men to 
achieve a break-through.

A soot fetted Press Aviation Editor 
N ear-liquidation of the European 
war on th e Polish front evoked p re­ 
lim inary com m ent today from m ili­ 
ta ry observers th a t uj5 to now the 
general conflict m ay have

on speed in th eir w arplanes.
